Dyo Inntcni with a sliding panel. 


"They'd sit in the dark as qniot as a 


graveyard until tho rata commenced 
fighting and quarreling or until thoy 
know tho placo was full of the varmints. 


"Then tho lantern would bo tnmsxl 


on suddenly, nnd tho rnts, who nro as 
afraid of light as I am of ghosts, would 
stand f.tock still. Tho man with tho 
tongs—nnd ho wasqnicker than greased 
lightning—would pick up tho pests and 
flro them into the sack before tho littlo 
tilings know what was up.

Prof. Denton heard several stone} 


abontthe pond, and out of curiosity 
uade an investigation into the cause of 
tbe great helling of the water which oc- 
curred at Intervals. He tried to tike 
soundings, but in several pla:ea ho was 
unablrJ to find the pond's bottom. Oas- 
es were detected rising from tbe pond, 
and he was led to believe that they 1s- 
lued from somedlstsnce below the sur- 
face. The water's remaining pure 
proved to him that tbe pond had an 
ontlot ax well as a source, and as it waa 
not visible tho investigation wu all the 
more Intereiting. 


Pipes wore driven about the well.and 


coal and blue clay were brought to tbe 
surface. Over 100 feet below the level 
the pipe struck a ledge, and afterdrill- 
iug the ledge on the south side of the 
pondjwater waa fonnd. 
That water, 


when examined, w»s fonnd to be purer 
than any other found in New England. 
Several wells were driven, and Prof. 
Denton came to Ihe conclusion that 
Witches' Pond was an outlet for an un- 
derground river. It was when he told 
of his discovery that people laughed at 
him. 


The river located wai 110 feet below 


the level. Above it was a covering of 
hard pan, and the bottom, twenty feet 
below the covering, was of rock. Prof. 
Denton was of the opinion tbat thcro 
wss no Witches' Pond until there was 
an upheaval in the earth years ago, 
when the shelving rocks under aud over 
tbe torrent were torn away. Aided by 
K-i-ies (rom the coal and other inbs'-an- 
ces in the earth, a rent was 
i&runxh which the water made ita way 
to the SUE face. 


Tbe streams in the vicinity 


boro are from a different watershed. 
Tbe underground river Is believed to 
come from a glacial spring In the 
White Mountains o< New Hampshire or 
beyond. It is known tbat the cityol 
I.'jwell struck the river only a few 
years ago, and from tbat day to this 
has bad a fine supply of water. At the 
time tbe Lawel wells were driven no 
one had beard of theriv^r flowiug un- 
der New England from nortn to south.

vent burning turn them two or turee 
times while oooking and baste with the 
juice. If the apples are not very jnloy, 
ahUlawater and two or three table- 
spooiifula of sugsr should be added 
when they are first pnt into the pao. A 
veiy nice way of baking apple* is to 
peel and core them before putting them 
into the oven, filling the cavities with 
sugar and a little cinnamon.
